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Get Another Look From Board

At the April 16th Township 
Board meeting, Supervisor 
Mitchell once again brought 
the New Boston Improvement 
Project back to the Board. This 
matter had been approved last 
year and still remains undone. 
Apparently, the specifications 
had been changed and the 
County had refused to share in 
the costs of the additions. 
Based on the Supervisor’s 
comments, this late addition 
will cost $16,000. This means 
the County will not pay its 
share and the taxpayers of 
Huron will bear the costs. 

Supervisor Mitchell, in his 
opening remarks, said the park 
authority advised him they 
were going to place a connec- 
tor path on the west side of 
Waltz. Apparently, a decision 
was made to expand the proj- 
ect to include sidewalks on the 
west side of the street from the 
bridge to Huron River Drive. 
Also included in the change of 
scope was widening the side- 
walks from five feet to six feet. 

The comment regarding the 
park system caught the atten- 
tion of Trustee O’Kelley and 
he asked why the park did not 
pick up the tab for the extra 
sidewalk. The Supervisor re- 
sponded the sidewalk was on 
our property and the addition 
was for the convenience of the 
citizens. 

Trustee Adkins and Carey 
questioned why the sidewalks 
were widened a by a foot. The 
Supervisor did not seem to 
have a direct answer and sug- 
_ gested they could go with the 
original specifications of five 
foot wide. This issue got lost 
as some Board members 
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-and it 


turned their attention to the 
merits of the changes. 

Trustee Carey said she 
thought the area was dangerous 
for the citizens to walk. 
Treasurer Skrzycki said it was a 
good buy. 

O’Kelley said if such a great 
deal why wasn’t it considered 
in the original specifications. 
He asked the rhetorical ques- 
tion “what has happened 


recently to cause the additional 


work?” He also asked why the 
Board was not kept informed 
on the changes. 

The Supervisor was vague in 
his response but suggested it 
was mentioned over six months 
ago and tersely replied “vote 
yes or no.” 

Treasurer Skrzycki also 
questioned the lack of notice 
on the issue and the Supervisor 


responded in the same manner. 

The central issue seemed to 
be that the County had 
received the additional specifi- 
catinos and refused to con- 
tribute their share. It left the 
audience at the meeting won- 
dering what the County’s 
response would have been had 
the changes been part of the 
original specifications. Re- 
gardless, the new specifica- 


tions will add an additional 
$16,000 to the project. 
According to the Supervisor’s 
math, the additional approval 
needed was for $7,659.00 
because the Board had previ- 
ously approved $99,350 for 
the project. 

The motion to approve the 
additional work and funding 
was approved with Trustee 
O’Kelley voting in opposition. 





Possible Reduction in State Police Services May Impact Rural Townships 


Huron Township Board Considers 
Resolution Regarding State Police

At the April 16th Board 
meeting, the Board considered 
a letter and resolution submit- 
ted by the Michigan Associ- 
ation of Township Supervisors. 
The letter was written by 
President Robert DePalma who 
asked for the Township’s sup- 
port in objecting to the reduc- 
tion of patrol services by the 
State Police. 

According to resolution that 
he proposed, the Board would 
oppose any efforts on the part 
of the Governor to reduce or 
eliminate State Police posts in 
rural communities. 

Supervisor Mitchell intro- 
duced the item and referred to 
an article written in the 
Oakland Press. The Weekly 
secured a copy of the article 
dealt with County 
Sheriffs and their concerns over 
the reduced patrols and pushing 
services normally performed by 
the State police over to County 
and local authorities. 

Ordinarily such resolutions 
are routinely considered by the 
Board with either token support 
or a “note and file.” However 
this one seemed to interest at 
least the Chief of Police; he 
spoke to the Board about the 
ramifications of the resolution. 

He reminded the Board that 
all the communities in Wayne 
County had their own police 
departments and the concern 
was over rural communities 
losing the State Police protec- 
tion. He said there were other 
services provided by the State 


police that are of more benefit 
to us than road patrols. 

As an example, he talked 
about evidence being sent to 
the State crime labs and the 
results taking months © to 
receive. He said DNA process- 
ing takes between six months 
to one year. 

He seemed to think that cuts 


were coming and saw it as 
road patrol versus auxiliary 
services. He mentioned the 
need for police dogs or SWAT 
teams—all provided by the 
State police and not provided 
by our police department. He 
said he understood the con- 
cerns of the rural northern 
communities but placed his 


thoughts regarding the needs 
of Huron Township. 

He concluded his remarks by 
saying he was sure the sheriffs 
and the police chiefs in the 
State would eventually weigh 
in on the subject. 

The motion to support the 
resolution passed with Clerk 
Bowers voting in opposition.

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How the Monroe County School Mural Project Began 


During the 2001 Countywide 
In-service Day, art teachers 
from schools throughout 
Monroe County met for a 
roundtable exchange of ideas. 
They discussed the status of 
visual arts curriculum issues, 
art integration, and the use of 
technology in their classrooms. 
They also heard a short presen- 
tation by Kim Wilson, director 
of education at Pewabic 
Pottery in Detroit, and Susan R. 
S. Miller, communications spe- 
cialist at the Monroe County 
Intermediate School District, 
designed to gauge their interest 
in the possibility of creating a 
student-designed mural that 
would become an installation 
of public art for our communi- 
ty. The response was very 
favorable and subsequent 
meetings served to explain the 
process such a project would 
follow. 

During the week of May 6- 
10, 2002, five work session 
days were divided into four 
workshops. Each workshop ran 


for approximately an hour and 
a half. Each workshop session 
was geared to accommodate 
groups of 25 to 30 students. 
Participating teachers chose 
students from their districts. 
These student-artists created 
tiles in the ceramics studio at 
Monroe County and instruction 
from Pewabic Pottery educa- 
tors, following designs they 
had worked on in their art 
classes. 

The instructors from Pewa- 
bic facilitated the construction 
of the wet clay into slabs for 
tile. The students then carved 
and drew on the tiles with vari- 
ous tools and everyday items to 
obtain the effects they wished 
to incorporate into their de- 
signs. They painted the tiles 
with colors from a special 
palette chosen for this project, 
featuring colors that would be 
found in nature. Pewabic per- 
sonnel then finished the tiles by 
glazing and firing them so that 
each design would be perma- 
nently fixed on each student’s

Businesses in metro Detroit
